Comes now State Sen. Roy LeCraw 
with a letter. The letter, dated Feb. 4, 
-and signed by Frank R. Fling, Secretary 
of the Fulton County Commission, was, 
according to its contents, written at the 
behest of the commissioners and specif- 
ically requests of Sen. LeCraw that he re- 
fuse to agree to any salary raises for per- 
sons in the higher-salary levels. 

This letter, says Sen. LeCraw, explains 
why he refused to go along with the raises 
suggested for Superior and Civil Court 
judges as recommended by the Bar Asso- 
ciation, which fears a breakdown in the 
judiciary system if competent men of 
character are not paid enough to make 
them willing to serve. The Senator also de- 
clares he withdrew the judges and the 
assistant solicitors from the permissive 
qualification, which would have placed 
them under the financial direction of the 
commissioners. 

We are glad to clarify the record. Sen. 
LeCraw could not clarify the appearance 
of a bill to increase commission salaries. 


Most interesting, however, is the rea- 
son which caused Sen. LeCraw to accede 
to the request of the commissioners. 

“The tentative budget for 1949,” said 
Mr. Fling’s letter, “is $1,000,000 over an- 
ticipated revenues.” 

This evidence the County is facing a 
really desperate financial crisis causes us 
to wonder if the County has examined the 
Public Works Department at which sev- 
eral grand juries in the past have pointed 
accusing fingers, saying waste and ex- 
travagance is rife and that there is an 
employee in the Public Works Department 
for almost every prisoner held. We trust 
that Commissioner Jack Towns, who start- 
ed out with an economy broom, will con- 
tinue sweeping. Maybe there isn’t any 
place to cut down expenses and get with- 
in the budget. We make no charges. 

Mr. Fling’s letter, revealing a budget 
short $1,000,000 in funds to finance it, is 
important enough to impel the commis- 
sion to examine the situation and let the 
people know.

We note with pleasure and gratifica- 
tion that four men were convicted in 
Bainbridge last Friday on charges arising 
from the operation of a “free zoo” on U. S. 
Highway 84. 

These so-called zoos have plagued 
South Georgia for the past several years.

The “zoo” 
is only a lure. Once inside the unsuspect- 
ing motorist finds himself invited to par- 
ticipate in a game of chance—in which 
no chance whatever is taken by the opera- 
tor—and usually finds himself picked 
clean. .

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Mr. Tarver 
Wasn't in Error 


Some days ago Jack Tarver’s column on ports 

in the South said that shipping interests in New 

oer Orleans held little respect for Savannah’s port, 

but did hold increasing interest in the ports of Mobile, Charleston 

and Jacksonville. 

This was what most members of the Chamber of Commerce and 

a majority of shippers in Savannah have been saying, but one re- 

sponse took issue with the statement. With Mr. Tarver somewhere in 

South America, I cannot let this reply, which strained at gnats 

and was based on much less than a half truth, pass by without 
demonstrating that Mr. Tarver was correct. 


The reply, which avoided mention of Mobile, said, with con- 
siderable if puzzling glee, that exported carloads handled through 
Savannah in 1948 were greater than those moved out of either 
Charleston or Jacksonville. That was true. No one denied it. Mr. 
Tarver didn’t argue it. What he wrote was that the ports in ques. 
tion were respected by shippers: had a great deal of business, import 
and export, and were doing a magnificent job of promoting the gen- 
eral welfare of their States by bringing in new businesses and assist- 
ing in marketing the products of the States involved. He wanted 
that sort of future for Savannah—and so do we. 

The Mobile Press has just commented on the annual report from 
the port of Mobile. I quote: 

“Growth of Mobile’s importance as a port city is further em- 
phasized in the report that business at Alabama State Docks & 
Terminals set a new record during the 1948 fiscal year. The 
report is most gratifying to Mobile, of course, but it should be inter- 
preted by all Alabamans as a sign of State-wide progress. 

“The State Docks, while giving Mobile the most modern and 
efficient docks system anywhere, are directly responsible for the 
establishment of hundreds of new industries in cities throughout 
Alabama. What the growth of business at the State Docks means to 
Mobile, it also mieans to the rest of the State. 

“It is encouraging to learn that water-borne tonnage, freight 
car loadings and gross earnings were at record levels during the 
fiscal year ended Sept. 30, 1948. Water-borne shipments were up 
almost 300,000 tons, freight car loadings climbed more than 10,000 
and gross earnings showed an increase of nearly $200,000 over 
fiscal 1947, which held the previous record. Only net earnings, 
depleted by increased wages and salaries, fell below the 1947 record. 

“The 1948 record of progress gives us good reason to hope that 
the $5,000,000 docks expansion program now under way will mean 
continued growth of State Docks trade.” 

Note especially that second paragraph. 

That is what those seeking to develop the port of Savannah— 
the Savannah shippers and Chamber of Commerce—have in mind. 
A port is more than docks—or should be—and assuredly chortling 
over export carloads is not even a half truth. Mr. Tarver was en- 
tirely correct. He was not talking, and did not in any way dis- 
cuss, the export carloads. He was talking about the position held 
by the ports in question and their over-all effectivenesss. 


Docks fectly true, as claimed, that not all the docks are now 
in use. True, one is silted up. True, none is a modern dock. 

I have tried to learn something about it, and I have tried not 
to be partisan. A factual summing up indicates that Savannah is 
equipped to handle packaged goods from freight cars. Work has 
to stop when one car is emptied because there isn’t room for more. 
That could be remedied. There also are no modern facilities for 
handling heavy goods or anything in bulk save Chilean nitrate. 
So that sort of business doesn’t come there. 

Trucks Savannah shippers say, too, with truth, that the basis 

of any port success is a combination of railways and 
trucks, with trucks increasingly important. None can deny that. 
Trucks are allowed to operate at Savannah, but an “overage” charge 
makes it almost prohibitive for business to use them. 

So what we have is a port which its operators say is losing 
money and which is not doing any of the job that is contained 
in the report of the port of Mobile. 

Now I see no need to belabor anyone about it. Nor do I see 
any need for, what seems to me, a short-sighted defense of a situa- 


As for docks, there are plenty at Savannah. It is per- 


-tion which even its backers say is a losing venture. 


The people in Savannah see it in terms of more than docks. 
It ought to be possible to set up, through a proper port author- 
ity, a system for warehousing and handling perishables and of 
sending out of Savannah by ship and export and coastal business 
to the cities along the Atlantic coast. Processing plants ought to 
develop out of it. If Mobile’s port booms the entire State, why 
can’t ours do the same? 

Maybe the bond issue wasn’t the answer. 
a port—not just docks, but a port in the full meaning of the word— 
ought not to be reduced to a debate of whether Savannah or 
Charleston handled a few more bags of goods for export. A 
Georgia port could boom the railroad business, the farmers and 


the manufacturers. 
Read that section about the port of Mobile. 
That’s what we’ve been talking about.

Surveys Show Business Outlook Bright 


WASHINGTON—Most economists and business leaders now agree that postwar inflation has run 
its course and the economic tide has turnéd. Though there is some division of opinion among Gov- 
ernment officials, the consensus of dozens of leading businessmen, merchants, labor spokesmen, econ- 
omists and other trained observers is that the processes of deflation have set in. 


It is the considered judgment of representa- 
tive members of these groups that the long- 
Some 
Government officials still see the possibility of 
another round of price increases before the down- 
turn definitely takes hold. But the weight of 


awaited leveling-off process has begun. 


opinion is the other way. 


That being true, business interests generally 
will be anxious to have some sound appraisal of 


the future outlook. The results of two current 
surveys bearing on the situation were published 
this week. It should be said at the outset that 
their findings are entirely optimistic. 

One, conducted by the United Press organi- 
zation, arrives at these conclusions: 

“There is not going to be any depression. 

“There is not going to be mass unemployment. 

“There are not going to be breadlines. 

“There will not even be a major recession. 
And— 

“Prices are not going down to the prewar 
levels that used to be ‘normal.’ Such prices are 
not normal any more, as a rule, though indi- 
vidual items might sink to or below prewar 
levels because of improved manufacturing tech- 
niques, increased mass production, or shifts in 
consumer usage.” 


The UP survey went on to say that with 
one single exception the experts canvassed 
agreed that the day-by-day news of price cuts, 
sales, surpluses, layoffs and reduced working 
hours shows a trend and is not merely an- 
other break of a temporary nature such as 
the one that fooled so many economists about 
a year ago. 


As for the cost of living, the consensus was

@ second survey, conducted by the United 
States News and World Report, catering to buisi- 
nessmen, estimated that there will be a reduc- 
tion of only about 10 percent in the total spend- 
ing in the country by the first half of 1950. Per- 


sonal incomes, it finds, are expected to decline 
from a peak of $219,700,000,000 to a low of no 
more than $195,000,000,000, which is not a big 
drop. 

A further estimate is that prices at whole- 
sale, which last quarter were 63.8 percent above 
the 1926 level used as a base, are expected to 
drop to a level of about 44 percent of the same 
base period. Some prices may decline more and 
others less. Nor is unemployment expected to 
rise considerably. It may reach a figure of 
4,000,000 by 1950. But that would not be a major 
problem. 

Corporation profits, before taxes, after reach- 
ing an all-time high of $34,600,000,000 in 1948, are 
expected to drop off to a rate of about $24,000,- 
000,000 by the first half of 1950. But again that 


would be a high level of prosperity by any 


standard. 

Summarizing, the United States News and 
World Report has this to say in its current 
issue: 


“That’s the sizeup of men who stand te 
lose money if they judge wrongly. It sug: 
gests a moderate adjustment, not a depres- 
sion, not even a recession of large propor- 
tion. It’s about a 1 percent downturn, tak- 
ing the top off the biggest boom in the coun- 
try’s history. Largely, the adjustment is 
expected to be one that will produce a bet- 
ter balance between prices and will lay the 
base for a sustained prosperity.” 


Here should be assurance enough for every 
businessman who naturally wants to look as far 
ahead as conditions will permit. There is no 
room for pessimism in either report. The only 
note of caution that may need to be sounded is 
for the public to show a reasonable amount of 
thrift in its savings and to invoke any necessary 
Government controls if prices should indicate a 
disposition to upset the trend and threaten an- 
other upward twist in the inflation spiral. Cer- 
tainly the prospects seem otherwise bright. 


The Squabble Over the Ruhr 


BERLIN—For two years American policy making in Germany 
has been distracted and enfeebled by an inner conflict. Common 
humanity and the menace of Soviet aggression have both demanded 
that Western Germany should be rebuilt and restored to political 
independence. But our French allies, for natural historical rea- 
sons, have struggled to keep Germany in a state of economic and 
political peonage. ; 

No doubt it has been necessary to make substantial concessions 
to Krench sensibilities. But it is time to realize that this road, if 
followed too far, may lead to a sort of Krupp-de Wendel axis. No 
worse outcome could be imagined; yet the danger is real enough. 

To be specific, not the least extraordinary spectacle of the Berlin 
municipal elections was the campaign of Dr, Karl Adenauer, leader 
of the Right wing of the Christian Democratic Party. Adenauer is 
the personal representative of the owners and managers of big 
industry in the Ruhr. And in the moment of Berlin’s greatest peril, 
he came to the beleaguered city to speak on a single seemingly 
irrelevant theme—the need for a Franco-German understanding. 


Pattern Another episode that fits into the pattern was the visit 

to Paris of Hermann Reusch, head of one of the great 
Ruhr combines, the Gute-Hoffnungs Huette. Reusch, who was warm- 
ly received in the highest French circles, had a dea] to offer. The 
owners of Ruhr industry (now temporarily expropriated) would 
give their French opposite numbers of the Comite des Forges a 
30 percent stock interest in the Ruhr. Ruhr industry would then 
be re-established with no nonsense about socialization. And the 
new Franco-German joint ownership of the Ruhr would be ac- 
cepted as a substitute for the “internationalization” the French 
talk so much about. 

Adenauer and Reusch are by no means alone. Indeed a majority 
of the Right wing leaders of the Christian Democrats, together with 
the chieftains of the other reactionary German parties, now main- 
tain intimate relations with French officials and politicians. They 
represent the old German owning class, which can only climb back 
into the saddie with external help. Thus they alone are willing to 
accept the French program for Germany, in order to restore them- 


selves to power. 


Politics With these facts in mind, one can understand the vio- 
lence of French opposition to socialization of the Ruhr. 
What is less easily grasped, however, is the underlying political 
situation. 
| In brief, if the French are too long permitted to obstruct the 
rebuilding of a healthy Germany, there can be only one result. 
All Germans will assume that their only hope is to woo the French. 
Dr. Adenauer and his colleagues will then be able to take charge 
in Germany, as the men who can best wring aid from Paris. The 
sequel will be the triumph in Germany of the class symbolized by 
the Krupps, and a tremendous simultaneous reinforcement in France 
of the class symbolized by the de Wendels, Schneiders and Creusots. 
There are many reasons to believe that this was precisely the 
solution—exactly the victory of the “free enterprise system”’—that 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey had in mind. Indeed his advisers openly 
advocated the French solution for Germany, seemed inclined to 
pull down the French center government, and did not conceal their 
bitter opposition to anything savoring of German socialism. But 
here, as in Italy, the effects of the American election ought now 
to be felt. A good way to begin would be to remove from positions 
of influence in the Ruhr the kind of Americans who instinctively 
approve of a Krupp-de Wendel axis. And a good way to end 
would be to cut the ground out from under Dr. Adenauer by giving 
decisive American support to the forces of social progress in 


Germany. 

Conflict This does not resolve the conflict between the urgent 
need to restore this shattered land to a measure of 

health and decency, and the automatic French effort to keep Ger- 

many weak and unhealthy. Fer the present, the conflict can only 

be handled by firmly holding concessions to the French within the 

bounds of reason. 

In the long run, however, something bolder and more funda- 
i.ental must be attempted. The United States must take the lead 
in constructing a security system powerful enough to soothe French 
fears of German as well as Soviet aggression. Meanwhile the 
French, whose more hysterical’ leaders charge the Americans and 
British with seeking to rearm Germany, might do well to. remember 
that the Russians are actually doing so already. 


Indian Maids and Circus Fat Ladies 


WASHINGTON—Maybe you've noticed the headlines the last couple of days about the Hoover 


Commission wanting to reorganize the Department of State. 


This isn’t as dull a subject as you 


might think. Although Herbert Hoover was too dignified to say so, it involves naked Indian maid- 
ens, circus fat ladies and—as the Government puts it—tape, cotton, red, by ‘the gross, the box and 


the bale. 

Last time I checked with the Bureau of Sup- 
ply our diplomats used more genuine, sun-fast 
red tape than any other Government bigwigs. 
This is bad, according to Hoover and Company, 
but even worse is the fact that until the jazz 
era of about 1924, most ambassadors, charges de 
affaires, and consuls abroad were concerned pri- 
marily with tea parties and the hang of their 
striped pants. 

This is true no longer, the ex-President con- 
tinued, but everybody—and Congress in partic- 
ular—thinks it is. The memory lingers on, he 
said, and probably will last for another genera- 
tion, no matter what kind: of haberdashery our 
diplomats wear. They’re doing their best, I 
hasten to add, to dispel this idea. 


Take Dean Acheson, who used to be 
known as one of the best-dressed men in 
Washington when he was an underling in 
the Department. He affected $150 tailored 
suits, Homburg hat and carefully brushed 
moustache. Now that he’s Secretary of State 
and has to deal personally with Congress- 
men, he manages to look shabbier than any 
of them. His usual costume for visits to 
Capitol Hill these days is an old tweed suit 
with baggy knees and a beaten-up hat suit 
able for wear in his vegetable garden. 


If this doesn’t help stifle the suspicions of the 
lawgivers, nothing will. Another thing, said 
Hoover, is the fact that the diplomats spend too 
much time fighting among themselves and with 
everybody else. Within the Government, that is. 
Hoover’s investigators reported that the average 
fellow; in the home office looks upon a gent in 
the foreign service as considering himself a mem- 
ber of an elite band of superior mortals. 

This isn’t true, the sleuths hastened to add, 
but the time has come to put these babies all 


under the same tent and make ’em quit sneer- 
ing at each other. And another thing said 
Hoover: 


The State Department had better get out 
of the propaganda business, before it stubs 
its toe again. He recalled by indirection the 
time the diplomats sent a traveling exhibit 
of American art around the world. This 
consisted mostly of ultra-modern paintings, 
including one of a fat lady in the circus. Art 
critics in Congress—mostly Republicans— 
said if the rest of the world got the idea this 
was the kind of art Americans liked, we'd 
nna be atom bombed. And would de- 
serve it. 


So that particular exhibition went into stor- 
age, while the diplomats conducted delicate ne 
gotiations with the reluctant War Assets Admin- 
istration to take the paintings off their hands, 


Hoover’s experts also recalled the time 
one of the Department’s entertainment 
broadcasts to Latin America had a couple of 
travelers in Wyoming talking excitedly 
about the naked Indian maidens in a rodeo 
there. The Wyoming congresisonal delega- 
tion was bitter; said Indian maidens always 
wore clothes. 


The Hoover sleuths said this wasn’t exactly 
the State Department’s fault, but rather the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company’s. Even so, said 
Hoover, the State Department had better turn 
such activities over to a new Government cor- 
poration. Then the latter can take the rap for 
such monkeyshines in the future and thus give 
the Secretary of State more time to keep the 
peace. Sounds like a good idea to me and also, 
apparently, to Congress.

It is now necessary to digress a little. Some 
time before Housman had advanced his bloody 
plar a strange little man had arrived on Indian 
Key. He was no pirate, no wrecker, no enemy 
of the Indians. Dr. Henry Perrine was a scien- 
tist possessed of a dream. To him, a New 
Yorker born, the barren keys and the glades of 
South Florida were not, as they were to all other 
men, a waste land forever. Years of study of 
climate and seasons had convinced him that 
here, in a tropic land, by proper planting, he 
could establish one of the great botanical gar- 
dens of the world, producing tropical fruits and 
flowers, trees and shrubs, which would turn the 
‘ waste land into a tropical paradise. He was not 
an enemy but a friend of the Indians, for he 
believed that by leaving them alone, allowing 
them to increase and prosper, they themselves 
would free the land of the renegades, the pirates, 
the fugitive slaves and the assorted thieves and 
murderers which alone inhabited it then.

A shot was fired, and 
suddenly the night was alive with the howling 
of the savages... Glass went down, his scalp torn 
from his skull, and the massacre was on. 

In his house near the water Dr. Perrine heard 
the clamor of the Indians. Quickly calling to his 
wife, Hester, he took her and their two children 
to the cellar beneath the house, a pool deep in 
water where he kept the great sea turtles used 
for food. He went back up, slid his chest of 
Mexican seeds over the trap door to the cellar to 
hide it, and ‘climbed then to the upper porch of 
his house. There he spoke to the Indians in 
the Spanish tongue, identifying himself as the 
doctor, their friend. But th? blood lust was upon 
them now, for Housman, the man they had 
come to kill, had eluded them. At the first out- 
cry he had mace his way, barefoot, to a boat 
and had escaped into the darkness toward the 
sea. One white man’s scalp was as good as an- 
other. They chased Perrine to the cupola of his 
house, killed him and left him there. They 
broke open his treasure box of seeds, scattering 


them; threw his library and his papers out the | 


window, fired the house and left. 


Below, in the cellar, in the searing heat, Hes- 
ter Perrine and her children, Henry and Sarah, 
crawled along a narrow tunnel to the sea, amid 
the great lumbering turtles. 


The next day a naval vessel came to in- 
vestigate the smoke they had seen from afar. 
They found the island in ruins, the houses 
burned and looted. Hester Perrine and her 
children, their faces seared from the heat, 
their hair plastered with mud to keep it 
from catching fire, were taken aboard. 


All that was ever found of the doctor was a 
few traces of bones in the ashes of his house. 
These they buried under one of the great cen- 
tury plants Henry Perrine had set out. Long 
years after the son came back to find his father’s 
bones and take them North for burial. A hur- 
ricane had blotted out all traces of where the 
plant had stood. 


Now time and the passing years have blotted 
out all memory of Henry Perrine, and what hap- 
pened at Indian Key, though from the highway 
south from Miami to Key West you can throw 
a stone and hit the tiny island of blood and 
tragedy that once was a tropic garden.

‘Bre We Living Under Partial Fascism? 


The people of the United States have lived under partial Fascism long enough now to’ have 
made up our minds whether we like it or whether we want to go back to the republican system 
defined in our Constitution or go on to real, total Fascism. I think most Americans like it. Those 
of us who don’t like it are afraid to go back to our old constitutional form of government because 
we are now “geared” to Fascism and might strip our gears if we tried to mesh into the Consti- 
tion again. We are “geared” to a system of forms and panels and boards, of hearings, appeals and 
decrees that would be just insanity to some wise, honest American who had died, say, 40 years ago. 


As a fair sample, I have here a page clipped 
from the New York Journal-American of Jan. 12, 
. a whole page of income tax questions, answers 
- gnd instructions to a typical citizen making 
$4,787 a year, who has a wife and two dependent 
children. A recent court decision held that this 
is a “low-income” income, eligible for public or 


' eharity housing. 


Here‘ is one question: “What is the major 
requirements if I use Form 1040-A?” Here is 
another: “If my wife itemizes her deductions on 
Form 1040 in a_ separate return, may I use 
Form 1040-A?” 


Those who like Fascism most, as far as 
we have gone with our sampling, would hiss 
the word “Fascist” at anyone who proposed 
that we drop the pretense and frankly sa- 
lute and embrace Fascism. Those would be 
the New Dealers and the presentday, big- 
city Eastern “progressives” of the Demo- 
cratic host and all the union bosses. Huey 
Long is said to have predicted that when Fas- 
cism came to the United States it would be 
disguised as anti-Fascism.

dation, all under a pretext of “emergency” and 
“demecracy.” I was the only one who uttered 
shrill cries of alarm, but, raw and awful as 
their proposals were, I raised no response. So 
I say our people are accustomed to Fascism, 
whether we recognize it as Fascism or not. [I 
say we will go much further before we turn 
back, ; = we ever do turn back. I doubt that 
we will. 


The war stopped more than three years ago, 
but we still can’t ungear ourselves because the 
Russians won’t let us end the war and we don’t 
dare abandon the emergency powers as long as 
Russia threatens us with another war. We cer- 
tainly are in a mess. 


What Gov. Tom Dewey really was trying to 
say in his Lincoln Day speech in Washington was 
that, dammit, we have been unable to find men 
in our politics since 1933 who had the ability 
and the strength of character to manage the 
nation within the text and spirit of the Con- 
stitution. He knows that as the result of this 
easiest way of politics the people have com- 
pletely lost the habit of living without Govern- 
ment help or assurance that the Government will 
be there to help in case of inconvenience to say 
nothing of disaster. 


Being President isn’t such a hard job if 
you can make your own rules and print your 
own money day by day. But it takes a 
great man to turn in a successful term as 
President of the United States within the 
limitations of the Constitution. Maybe it is 
impossible. Things have changed since it 
was written. 


Dewey said the overwhelming majority of the 
people believe that Government today has to be 
more than a cold and impartial umpire. They 
are wrong there, but the majority have the 
power to make mistakes. He recalled that the 
Republican platform promised unemployment in- 
surance, “broader social security generally,” 
slum clearance, farm price supports, and vig- 
orous protection for the rights of labor. 


In plainer words, the Republican Party had 
to promise Fascism to compete with the Demo- 
crats. Mr. Dewey then admitted that “the same 
objectives of full employment and social se- 
curity are claimed as their purpose by both po- 
litical parties in America, by both the Socialist 
and non-Socialist governments of Europe, by the 
Communist nations of Eastern Europe and were 
claimed by the Hitler government.” 


Absolutely no doubt about it. And this 
part of his speech just meant that both the 
Republicans and Democrats had borrowed’ 
the dope with which the European systems 
drugged their people. Our parties borrowed 
this dope and Roosevelt fed our people so 
much of it that we probably never can get 
off the stuff. 


Dewey said, “We can't out-promise the Demo- 
erats.” He ought to know. Nobody 
can say he didn’t try. 


And he was on safe ground when he taunted 
real Republicans, Sen. T for instance, to “go 
out and try to get elected” on a platform con- 
taining none of the bait which he admitted that 
no and the rest of the European ismaticians 
used. .

~ NEW YORK—Not a touch but a big 
blob of madness seems to spell out a hit 
on Broadway in New York. 


Not since Harvey moved away with his master, Frank 
Fay, and the little people of Finian’s Rainbow stepped 
aside, has the theater-going beheld such wild and delight- 
ful insanity as is “The Madwoman of Chaillot,” said to be 
set in the direct center of the section of Paris I will be see- 
ing tomorrow.
